Messengers  from  more  than  40  states.

ever  met  in,  was  filled  to  over-flowing 
One  Freedom  Hall  official  estimated 
that  there  were  25,000  “on  the  grounds’’

.  A  new  Commission  was  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  102nd  session  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  meeting  in  Louisville  last 
week,  but  only  after  some  op- 
I>osition  and  a  narrow  majority 
of  84  votes. 

The  body  okayed  a  Steward¬ 
ship  Comi^sion  to  replace  the 
work  now  done  by  the  Promo¬ 
tion  Dlviiion  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  as  a  part  of  the  re¬ 


port  of  the  Convention’s  Com¬ 
mittee  to  study  total  Southern 
Baptist  Program. 

The  Convention  also  voted  to 
continue  to  operate  Carver 
School  of  Missions  and  Soeial 
Work  as  a  separate  institution, 
in  spite  of  an  effort  to  have  it 
made  a  part  of  the  Southern 
Seminary,  whose  campus  it  ad¬ 
joins. 

The  institution  was  transfer¬ 
red  to  t^  Convention  from  the 
Woman’s  Missionary  Union  and 
plana  now  are  to  expand  its 
specialized  work. 

Survey  Committeo 

The  Committee,  better  known 
as  the  Survey  Committee,  had 
included  both  these  recommen¬ 
dations  along  with  10  others  in 
a  comprehensive  report  sug¬ 
gesting  important  changes  in 
the  functional  and  organization¬ 
al  life  of  several  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  agencies. 

One  reconunendation  of  the

This  is  approximately  seven 
times  greater  than  the  combin¬ 
ed  circulations  of  papers  in 
1940,  when  Convention  created 
the  state 'paper  committee.

The  current  circulation  figure 
is  as  of  Feb.  1,  1950.  It  com¬ 
bines  the  circulations  of  26  pa¬ 
pers,  most  of  them  weekly;  how¬ 
ever,  some  few  are  published 
either  twice  a  month  or 
mofithly.

B.APl’ISTS  TO  ORGANIZE 


POWELTON,  Ga.,  April  30, 
1803— (BP) — Recent  successes  as 
a  result  of  coK)perative  effort 
have  led  Baptists  to  form  here 
today  the  General  Committee 
of  Georgia  Baptists.  Twenty- 
four  Baptist  preachers  attended 
the  sessions,  including  such  stal¬ 
warts  as  Jesse  Mercer,  Abra¬ 
ham  Marshall,  and  Henry  Hol¬ 
combe. 

Purppse  of  the  Committee  is 
threefold:  (1)  to  enourage  itiner¬ 
ant  preaching;  (2)  to  evangelize 
the'  Indians;  (3)  to  organize 
Christian  work  throughout  the 
state. 

The  meeting  here  this  year  is 
the  third  in  a  series  of  confer¬ 
ences  at  the  Ppwelton  Baptist 
Church,  where  Jesse  Mercer  ts 
pastor.  Mercer  has  Ue  en  a 
leader  in  itinerant  preaching, 
woijc  among  the  Indians,  and 
organizing  Baptist  churches. 

Creek  Indians 

At  the  Powelton  conferences 
ministers  have  pledged  them¬ 
selves  to  encourage  itinerant 
preaching  and  to  engage  in  this 
missionary  work  themselves. 
They  also  have  sought  to  send 
missionaries  to  the  Creek  In¬ 
dians  and  to  establish  English 
schools  among  the  Indians  as 
the  first  step  in  planting  mis¬ 
sions. 

Around  the  turn' of  the  cen¬ 
tury  Baptist  work  was  languish¬ 
ing  Jn  Georgia  while'  other  re-

Already  Baptists  are  greatly 
revived,  largely  as  a  result  of 
organized  itinerant  labors.  In 
1801,  one  as^iation  reported

Mercer  has  traveled  widely 
for  the  last  several  years, 
preaching,  baptizing  organizing 
new  churches  and  strengthening 
old  ones,  and  encouraging  min¬ 
isters.  AU  four  churche^  which 
Mercer  serves  as  pastor  showed 
gains  last  year,  totaling  149  con¬ 
verts.

Dt.  Winston  Crawley,  seere- 
'  tary  for  the  CWent,  has  just 
returned  from  8  trip  which  took 
him  to  six  countries  of  the  Far 
East.*  His  report'  to  the  Board 
at  its  May  meeting  was  concern¬ 
ed  with  information  about  cur¬ 
rent  conditions  in  Bed  China 
which  be  received  while  in 
Hong  Kong.  Excerpta  from  Dr. 
Crawley’s  report  follow: 

“lip  until  about  10  years  ago 
Cbind  had  been  ttw  main 
Southern  BapUst  misiion  field 
with  approximately  op*  third 
of  the  entire  miasinury  staff. 
That  country'  had  the, largest 
ehurdh  mambai^ip,  the'^strong- 
eet  inaUtUtions,  and  the  most 
mature  efaureh  and  etsvention 
development  of  any  fidd.  Now 
there  are  no  Southern  Baptist 
missionaries  in  China,  and  only 
very  limited  information  on 
which  to  base  an  estimate  of 
the  situation. 

“ChrisUeniW  Be  China  has 
suffered  seriously  during  the 
past  10  yeers.  The  full  story 
cannot  be  known  because  we 
have  no  direct  lines  of  contact 
with  Christians  there.  Informa¬ 
tion  comes  to  us  only  indirectly 
and  piecemeal.  There  have 
been  many  fluctuationa  in  the 
policy  of  the  Chinese  Commu¬ 
nist  government  toward  Chris¬ 
tianity,  and  many  loeal  varia¬ 
tions  in  the  application  of  that 
policy.  Therefore,  the  picture 
is  a  very  spot^  one.  - 

“The  policy  of  Communist 
China  toward  Christianity  has 
been  mainly  8k«g  the  line  of 
controlling  the  ctairches  and 
using  them  for  the  cupport  of 
Communist  political  and  eco¬ 
nomic  policies.  Ihis  poses  a 
very  real  dilemma  for  Chris¬ 
tians.  Communid  pressurea 
are  often  exercised  in  a  subtla 
way,  which  affot-dahttle  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  «  gtaeul  am 

obvious  moral  annpiritual  is¬ 
sues.  Certainly  as  on*  on  the 
outside  is  la  a  poiitioii  to  judge 
the  decisions  mMe  by  our  Chi¬ 
nese  brethren  uBder  such  con¬ 
ditions.
